In  view  of  the  London  telegram  pub- 
lished bv  the  Ji'rnal  do  Commerrio  on  the 
14th  instant  \\\  regard  to  the  cable  order  ul 
llarfiink'  i-ucena  to  have  two  and  a  half 
millions  sterling  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Banco  da  Republic;!,  the  present  govern- 
ment can  ih)  no  less  than  to  have  a  thor- 
ough investigation  instituted  and  publish  a 
full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  Treasury.  In  the  first  place  the 
constitution  confers  no  such  discretionary 
powers  upon  the-  minister  of  finance.  He 
has  no  more  ri^ht  to  pay  out  money,  or 
transfer  money' to  the  credit  of  other  parties, 
than  has  any  clerk  under  his  orders.  The 
proposed  transfer  of  money  deposited  with 
the  Rothschilds  to  the  credit  of  the  Banco 
da  Republica  was  nothing  less  than  a  loan, 
and  this  is  a  thing  that  no  minister  should 
ever  be  permitted  to  do  without  the  express 
authorization  of  Congress.  In  case  the 
money  had  been  lost  the  minister  would 
have  been  personally  responsible  of  course, 


The  conflict   in   the    state   of  Rio    de 
Janeiro   over   an    effort  to  depose   Gover- 
nor   Portella,    was  settled    on  the  10th  Ity 
the  resignation  of  that  functionary  in  favor 
of    his     legal    successor.      Vice-Governor 
Getulio,  Itowever,  did  not  feel  equal  to  the 
emergency,    and   declined   to  accept    the 
office.     The  presiding  officers  of  the  senate 
and   chamber  of  deputies  were  then  succes- 
sively  invited  to  assume  the  governorship, 
hut    both   declined.     An    effort    was    then 
made    to    acclaim     Dr.     I'orritincula,    the 
candidate  of  the  opposition,   hut  a  navai 
officer    happening    on    the    scene   at   the 
critical    moment,    both    parties    threw    up 
their  hats  and  acclaimed   Admiral    Carlos 
Balthazar    da    Silvetra    governor    of     the 
state,     All  the  warlike  preparations  at  once 
disappeared,  new  officials  were  appointed, 
and  the  good   people  of    Rio   de    Janeiro 
then    gave    themselves  up  to  a  delirium  of 
joy.     And  now  a   similar   movement   has 
been    inaugurated    in    Sao    Paulo.       On 
Sunday   a   number  of  the  principal  muni- 
cipalities  turned    out    their  municipal    of- 
ficials  ami    proclaimed    the  deposition    of 
Governor  Americo  Ilraziliense.     (The  gov 
ernor  is   called  a  "president"  in  S.  Paulo, 
but  we  use  the  former  title  to  distinguish  the 
state  from  the  national    executive.)     Yes- 
terday the  people    of  Santos  issued  a  pro- 
nunciamento,  and   in  a  very  short  time  the 
whole  state  mttside  of  the  capital  will  be  in 
opposition.     There   can  be.  of  course,  but 
one   result — the  governor  will  have  to  go 
The    whole  state  government    will  be    re- 
organized  and   the  new  governor  will   be 
"acclaimed."     Aside    from    the    personal 
cptestions  involved — and   we    are  far  from 
being  an  apologist  for  the  acts  and  political 
ideas  of  Governors    Portella  and  Americo 
Bra/iliense— it     is    a    serious    mistake    to 
permit  the  success  of  these  absurd  agita- 
tions.    They   are   contrary  to  every  sound 
principle  of  republican   government.      All 
these  states  are  now  without  legal   govern- 
ments.    Acclaiming  a    man    governor    in 
Nictheroy  does    not    make  him    the    legal 
executive  of  the  state  ot  Rio  de  Janeiro  and 
his  acts  are  no   more  binding  in  law  than 
would  be  those    of  any    other    man    who 
might  assume  the  title  and  dignities  of  the 
office.     Kvery  one  of  these  provisional  gov- 
ernors  are    usurpers    and    have    no    legal 
right    whatever    to   exercise     the    functions 
of  that  office.     To  an  outsider  the  political 
institutions    of     Brazil    at    this     moment 
are    in      a     state     of     absolute    anarchy. 
The     legally    elected    officials    are    being 
turned   out    of   office    and    their    succes- 
sors  are  being    "  acclaimed"    by    mobs. 
In  Bahia,  the  affairs  of  the  state  are  in  dis- 
order ami  no  one  is  even  making  an  attempt 
to  bring  about  an  orderly  administration  of 
public  affairs.     In  that  state  also,  and  in 
Kspirito  Santo,  bands  of  robbers  are  ap- 
pearing  and    are  attacking  persons    and 
towns  with    impunity.     In   several  states 
the  military  forces  are  mixed  up  with  these 
revolutions  and  military  officers  are  exercis- 
ing the  functions  of  civilian  officials,  while 
in    others    the  disorders    are    headed    by 
members  of  the  national  congress.     In  no 


robbed  bv  those  claiming  to  be  his  friends. 
Kvery  inch  nation  of  his  nature  will  lead 
him  to  get  on  shore,  and  then  to  go  on  a 
ipree.  And  then,  not  a  few  of  them  will 
jay  for  their  folly  with  their  lives  I  Lately 
several  have  been  found  dead  along  the 
shore  or  in  out-of-the-way  places,  victims 
of  dissipation,  vice,  exposure  and  fever. 
And  as  the  hot  season  continues  the 
number  will  be  increased.  We  do  not 
altogether  like  to  see'  Jack  made  a 
prisoner  aboard  his  ship,  for  he  has  as 
good  a  right  to  come  ashore  as  any 
one,  but  at  the  same  time  we  know 
how  terribly  dangerous  it  is  for  him, 
and  how  much  better  it  would  be  for  him 
to  remain  quietly  on  board.  Surely  some 
means  ought  to  be  found  to  give  Jack  his 
dearly  prized  liberty  and  at  the  same  time 
to  protect  him  not  only  against  land-sharks, 
but  against  himself.  In  a  harbor  like  this 
there  surely  ought  to  be  some  provision  for 
lack's  entertainment  and  amusement,  with- 
out exposing  him  to  the  excesses  and  abuses 
which  are  sure  to  cause  his  ruin.  We  'do 
not  know  that  we  have  anything  practical 
to  suggest  in  the  line  suggested,  but 
surely  some  one  must  have  an  idea  which 
can  he  developed  into  a  means  of  furnishing 
1  his  poll  with  a  suitable  resort  for  sailors 
which  will  neither  expose  them  to  the  vices 
of  the  town  nor  the  dangers  of  the  climate, 
It  is  a  charity  as  difficult  to  organize  as  it  is 
neecssan ,  but  we  trust  that  this  will  not  be 
an  obstacle  to  its  realization.
